Section I — -General Conditions. 

1 (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 1.42 billion extended by the 
Overseas Economic' Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF) 
for financing the import requirements of the Chandrapur 
Thermal Power Station Expansion Project of ASEB is 
untied in favour of developing countries. Accordingly the 
goods and services to be procured under this credit can be 
imported from Japan and all countries enumerated in the 
list at Annexure-I which will be eligible source countries 
under the credit. 

I tiij Import Licence (s) under the Credit can be issued 
only for such items and for such value as have been speci- 
ficably cleared by the DGTD/CG Committee. The value 
of import licence (s) issued under this credit should not 
exceed Yen 1S5'76,20 million, (GIF). 

The rupee value of the import Ucence shall be determined 
with reference to the exchange rate notified by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue (Customs) and prevailing on the date of

Such payments, hoWever, will form 
part of the licence value and will, therefore be charged to 
the licence. 

I (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis on the 
Overseas supplier located in the countries mentioned in 
Annexure-I and sent to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Japan Section) within 4 months from the date of 
issue of the import licence. Freight and insurance charges 
will be payable in India in Indian rupees. “Firrp orders" 
means purchase orders placed by the Indian Licence on the 
overseas supplier duly signed by the letter Or purchase con- 
tract duly signed by both the Indian importer and the 
overseas supplier.

I, Advertising 

For all contracts subject to Formal Open International 
Tendering, invitations to bill shall be advertised in at least 
one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

II. Bidding Documents and Contracts 
II- 1. Bid Bonds or Guarantees 

Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are a usual require- 
ment but they should not be set so high as to discourage 

suitable bidders. Bid bonds or guarantees should be 

released to unsuccessful bidders as soon us possible after 
the bids have been opened. 

II-2. Conditions of Contract 

The conditions of contract should clearly define the 

rights and obligations of the importer and the contractor or 
supplier, and the powers and authority of the engineer, 
if one is employed by the Imjwrtcr, in the administration 
of the contract and any variations thereunder. In addition 
to the customary general conditions of contr.ict, some of 
which are referred to in these Guidelines, Special condi- 
tions appropriate to the nature and location of the project 
should he included. 

11-3. Type and Size of Contract 

Contracts cun bo let on the basis of unit prices for 
work performed or items supplied or of a lump sum price, 
or a combination of both for dilTerent portions of the 
contract, according to the nature of the goods or services 
to be provided and the bidding documents should clearly 
state the type of contract selected, 

Contracts bused principally on the reimbursement of 
actual costs are not acceptable by the Fund except ia 
exceptional circumstances. 

Single contracts for engineering, equipment and construc- 
tion to be provided by the same party (“Turnkey Contracts”) 
arc acceptable if they offer technical and economic advan- 
tages for the borrower country. 

11-4. Eligible Suppliers 

Fxporlers or suppliers %hose goods and services are to 
bo financed out of the proceeds of the Loan (hereinafter 
referred to as “the eligible supplier”) shall be nationals of 
the eligible source countries satisfying the following 
conditions, 

(1) a majority of subscribed shares .shall be held by 
nationals of the eligible source countries, 

(2) a majority of full-time directors shall be nationals 
of the eligible source countries, and 

, (3) such juridical 'persons’ shall be registered In the 
eligible source countries. 

TII-1. Contract Price 

(a) The contract price should be stated in lapancse Yen 
provided, however, that the portion of the contract price 
which the contractor will spend in the borrower’s country 
should be stated In the borrower’s currency. 


(b) Price Adjusthient Clauses. — Bidding documents 
should contain a clear statement whether hrm prices arc 
required or escalation of the bid prices is acceptable, 

A provision should be made for adjustment in the 
contract prices in the event changes occur in the prices of 
the major cost constituents of the contract, such as labour 
and important materials. 

The specific formula for ' price adjutmenls should be 
clearly defined in the bidding documents. 

A ceiling on price adjustment should be included in 
contracts for the supply of goods, but it is not usual to in- 
clude such a ceiling in cpTIttacts for civil works. 

No price adjustments should normally be provided for 
goods to be delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to identify the various 
methods by which contract prices may be adjusted. 

(c) Insurance. — ^The bidding documents should state pre- 
cisely the types of insurance to be provided by the successful 
bidder. 

ITI-2. The contract duly signed by both parties or purchase 
order by the Indian importer placed on the overseas sup- 
plier supported by order conlhmation in wriling by Ihe 
overseas supplier, or their photo copies are also acceptable 
to the Fund. 

ILI-3. The following statement of eligihilitv' by the sup- 
plier shall be t.ddcd to each contract.

eligible supplier, as —percent ( %> )

IV-1, Standards 

If national standard to which equipment or materials 
must comply arc cited, the specifications should be stated that 
commodities meeting *apan Industrial Standard or other 
internritionally accepted standards, which ensure an equal 
or higher quality than Ihe standards mentioned, will also 
be accepted, 

IV-2. Use .'f Brand Names 

Specilicalioni should bo based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue cumbers, 
or products c-t specific manufacturer if specific spare parts 
are rcauircil rr it has befen determined that a degree of 
stand;, 'iii'atif n is necessary to maintain ccilain essential 
fcatuies, in the latter case the specifications rhoiild permit 
offers of alternative commo iities which ha\c simihir ' hara- 
ctr’!stu,s and ^r vido pcrlormancc and quality at least equal 
to those specified!, 

IV-3. Guarantees, Performance Bonds and Retention 
Money 

Bidding documents for civil works should requho ^mi 
form of surety to guaranter that the work will be coiyOnued 
until it is completed. This survey can he provided either bj 
a bank guarantee or by a performance bond, the ay^iount o; 
which will vary with the type and T^v.itiide of the, work, bul 
should be sufficient to protect the barrower in caseyof defaull 
by the contractor. Its lue should extend '^sufficiently 
beyond completion of the contract to cover a reasonable 
warranty peiiod. The -unount of the guarantee or bon. 
required should be defined in the bidding documents. 

In contracts for the supply of goods it Is usually prefer 
able tp have a percentage of the total payment held ai 
retention money to guarantee performance than to have a 
bank guarantee or bond. The percentage of the total pay- 
ment to be held as retention money and the condition! 
for its ultimate payment should be stipulated in the bidding 
documents. If, however, a bank guarantee or bond h 
preferred it should bo for a nominal amount. 
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V. Liquidated Damage 

Liquidated uamage clauses should be included in bidding 
documents when delays in completion or delivery will 
result in extra cost, loss of revenues or loss of other 
benelils to ti.t borrower. Provision may also be made for a 
bonus lo ht paid to contractors for completion of civil 
works conlrL-cts at or ahead of times specilied in the 
contract v\L;n such earlier completiort would be of benefit 
to the boi rower, 

VI. Force Majeurc

The time allowed for preparation of bids will depend 
to a largo extent upon the magnitude and corriplexitv of 
the contract; Generally not less than 30 days should be 
allowed for international bidding the time allowed how- 
ever, should be governed by the circumstances relating to 
each contract. 

IX-2. Bid Opening Procedures 

The date, hour and place for the latest receipt of Jtiids 
and for the bid openimr should b,» imnounced in '"the 
invitaliona to bid and all bid.s .should bo onened publicly 
at the s'iniili’ied tim.'. Bids received after this time should 
be reiUTficd unopened.^ The n-'me of th, bidder and the 
total ainnunt of each hid and of any .illcrnalivc bid-', if they 
have been requested or permitted, should be read aloud 
and recorded. 

TX-3. Clarifications or Alternalion of Bids 

No bidder should be perniitled to alter his bid after the 
bids have heen onened. Only darincatjons not changing the 
subst'.inc'- of the hid mav bo accepted. The importer may 
ask any bidder tor a clarification of his bid but should 
not ask any bidder to change the substance or the price 
of his bid.

the bid* are otherwise generally in order. If a bid does not 
substantially conform to the specifications, or contains 
Inadmissible reservations, or is not otherwise substantially 


responsive to the bidding documents, it should be rejected. 
A technical analysis should then be made to evaluate each 
responsive bid and to enable bids to be compared. 

IX-6. Post-qualification of Bidders 

III the absence of prequalifications, the borrower should 
determine whether the bidder whose bid has been evaluated 
the lowest has the capability and financial resources 
etfeclivcly lo carry out the contract concerned. If the 
bidder does not meet that test, his bid should be rejected. 

IX-7. Evaluation and Comparison of Bids 

Bid evalii.irion must be consistent with the terms end 
conditions set for in the bidding documents. In addition 
to the bid price, adjusted to correct arithmetical errors, 
other faclois such as the time of completion of construc- 
tion or tht^ efficiency und compatibility of the equipment, 
the avaiUibilily of service and spare parts, and the reli- 
abilit'. ol ciinstructiuM methods proposed 'jhould be taken 
into ci'nsid.i.iiion. To the extent practicable these factors 
should be e-.piej..ed in monetary' terms according to criteria 
S|.ci.iiic,i in the bidding document.s.

Bidding documents usually provide that borrowers may 
reject all bids. However, all bids should not be rejected 
and new bids invited on the same specifications solely for 
the purpose of obtaining lower prices in the new bids, 
except in enses where the lowest evaluated bid exceeds the 
costs estimates by a substantial amount. Rejection of all 
bids may also be justified when (a) bids are not responslvo 
to the intent of the bidding documents, or (b) there is a 
lack of competition. If all bid.s are rejected, the borrower 
should review the cause or causes justifyin,g the rejection 
and cithci consider revision of the specifications or modifica- 
tion in the for amounts of work On items called 

for in th ' oricin.nl invitation to bids), or both. In special 
circiim.slunces, after consnilation with the Fund, the borrower 
niiiv IT'" tintc with one or two of the lowest bidders to 
try to obtain a satisfactory contract. 

IX-9. Award of Contract 

The Awiii'ft of a conlract ‘honid be made to the bidder 
whose bid h.i.s been iletrrminerl to b' the lowc.st evaluated 
bid and who meets ihc appropnafe rlandnrds of capability and 
finain'inl rc'-oiirccs. Such bidder should not be. required, as 
a cf'ndi(ioTi of award, to undertake responsibililies on com- 
modifies not stipulated m the specifications or to modify 
his bid.
